cal fans. Like most Canadians, you may not know that much about soccer

it a go just to what all the fuss is about. But 
where to begin? Well, you can start with the following Beginner's Guide to 
the World Cup, a brief round-up of the groups, the countries, and some of 
the players to watch. 

First thing you need to know is that you don't have Canada to cheer for 
We failed to qualify, continuing a 24-year absence since Canada's lone ap 
pearance. But this year's World Cup has its share of Cinderella stories to 
root for, European minnow Slovenia qualified (does the average person 
know Slovenia is a country?) and New Zealand is making its first appear 
ance and goes by the comical moniker, the “All Whites”, a play on their 
rugby national team’s nickname, the “All-Blacks” (made slightly less hi 


larious considering the World Cup is in South Africa), 





As always, the World Cup features 32 teams, divided into eight groups of 
four. Two teams from each group advance. Here's a brief rundown of each 
GROUP A: SOUTH AFRICA, MEXICO, URUGUAY, FRANCE 

South Africa is hosting the World Cup despite infrastructure delays and 
questionable security. The host nation should be overwhelmed by superior 
competition, but hosts have been known to surpnse in the past (see: South 
Korea, 2002). The group is highlighted by a dysfunctional French squad 
which needed a missed handball leading to an extra time goal to even qual 
ify for the tournament. Mexico and Uruguay are likely to battle for the 


second berth, but with France's erratic play they could both advance

Maradona's on-field 
prowess hasn't translated to the sidelines, 
as he's chosen over 100 players during a 
qualification process in which Argentina 
narrowly avoided disaster. Argentina 
will live or die by the play of Lionel 
Messi, the consensus best player in 
the world. While Messi’s appearance 
may suggest you'd be more likely 
to see him on a pitch in Edmonton 
rather than Cape Town, don't be 
fooled — he’s a once ina generation 
star.

HEARING DELAY BENEFITS EVERYONE 





So, the rezoning application for the new 
downtown arena has been delayed, from 
its original June 28 date to sometime in 
the fall. 

We suspect that the date will be some- 
time after, oh let's say, Oct. 18. That, colnci- 
dentally, is the date of the civic election. 

Wise move, both for the Katz Group and 
the city. 

The proposal for the downtown arena 
threatens to become the issue that ate 
the election, By delaying the rezoning 
application — and the equally important 
“funding model’ decision — the discussion on 
the arena will be relegated to what ifs and 
maybes, and not dollars and blueprints. 

The question of which comes first. the 
plans of the funding model, continues to 
vex. It's a real chicken-or-egg kind of quan- 
dary. Do we approve rezoning and a plan 
fora new arena first, or do we ensure that 
‘the money is in place first, then go for the 
rezoning? Coun. Don Iveson says the money 
comes first. and we're inclined to agree. If 
there |s going to be a new arena for Edmon- 
ton — and that's still a big if — downtown is 


the firstand only real location to consider 
And if the track record of Edmonton city 
council is any indication, the Katz Group will 
ultimately get its way — developers almost 
always get their way, Rezoning is a matter 
for the bureaucracy, funding is a matter 

for the politicians, There isn't much point 

in getting the OK to build something if you 
haven't got the money to doit, so clearly the 
funding has to be in place first. 

By delaying the hearing. many of the 
Questions about the arena are removed 
from the election debate. And by keeping 
the funding model a closely guarded secret, 
the even more important question becomes 
the topic of mere conjecture during the 
election. 

If the Katz Group and the government 
bodies they are seeking support from do not 
come up with a clear funding model, then 
we'll be voting for city councilors that won't 
have enough information to answer the 
Most pressing question of the election. 

Maybe that’s just the way the Katz Group 
wants it Better to keep quiet before the 
election rather than ruin the whole deal 





THE GREAT FAKE LAKE DEBACLE 





More details are emerging about how 
much money the oh-so frugal Conservatives 
are spending on the GB and G20 summits. 
The latest example would be funny, if it 
weren't such a gross waste of money. 

The government of Canada and Ontario 
are spending $1.9 million on a miniature rec- 
feation of Muskoka country for the world's 
media. While the G8 leaders are meeting in 
Huntsville, where only about 200 members 
of the media will be allowed to attend, the 
G20 gathering will have about 2,000 media 
members. In order to give them a taste of 


the Muskoka area, the governments are 
spending $1.9 million on a 20,000 sq. ft. 
exhibit, complete with an indoor lake and 
dock, so the poor media sods won't feel 
left out.

The Facts About Gaza

GAZA-ISRAEL CONFLICT 
FEELS LIKE YOU'RE FORCED 
TO DECIDE WHOSE LIFE 
IS WORTH MORE? 





I was all set to sprinkle more mild 
derision on Mormons this week af 
ter a commenter took exception to 
my previous column and suggested 
I wasn't genuinely curious about 
the spiritual insights of a couple of 
19-year-old missionaries. No, | only 
wanted to gently discomfit them, be- 
cause I bear individual Mormons no 
ill will. If | were looking to challenge 
the tenets of their faith, | would have 
asked about thé Mormon church's 
unlikely foundational myths, its ret 
rograde attitude toward women or its 
smiley-faced intolerance for various 
other kinds of otherness, as exem 
plified by its dedication to repealing 
same-sex marriage legislation in Cal- 
ifornia during the 2008 presidential 
election. 

But this week has brought with it 
events I can't ignore, in the form of 
a well-publicized dust-up between a 


| handful of unarmed aid ships and 


the world’s fourth most powerful 
military in international waters. The 
tragedy offers a funhouse mirror en- 
largement of the inhumanity that lies 
at the root of all deliberate harm be 
tween ostensibly sentient creatures. 
The notion that nine activists shot 
to death by heavily armed soldiers 
abseiling from helicopters might ac- 


tually have deserved what they got 
is as repellent as it is deranged, but 
has infected public discourse on this 
subject. Such an approving attitude 
toward violence certainly helps to 
shore up the world’s supply of mis 
ery, both directly and indirectly. 

What's frustrating is that the po- 
larizing tendencies of the competing 
claims between Israel and Palestine 
as amplified by the flotilla trag- 
edy cast the opposing sides as anti 
Semite or anti-Arab, so that you feel 
like you're forced to decide which 
is worth more, an Israeli life a Pal. 
estinian life. Personally, I’m against 
the murder of anyone. Maybe this is 
just the wrong time in history to be 
staunchly anti-murder, when dimin- 
ishing the suffering of others is an 
activity enjoyed by professionals and 
amateurs alike. 

The events around the so-called 
Freedom Flotilla, attacked for at- 
tempting to breach Israel's blockade 
of Gaza, have at least drawn some at- 
tention to the blockade itself which 
has been maintained since 2007 and

Israel has pro- 
hibited building materials and other 
supplies from entering Gaza, which 
means the homes, health-care fa 
cilities, power plants, factories and 
sewers destroyed by their air strikes 
on a captive population more than a 
year ago have not been rebuilt.

Families, friend 
and neighbours exchanged greeting 
amidst the protest hubbub, creating a 
somewhat social atmosphere withi 
the serious intent of the gathering 
The question is, if we welcom 
Palestinians here in our communit 
why don’t we give a rat's ass abou 
them over there, where their bas 
human rights are impugned ever 
day?

| divestment and sanctions against 


Israel. 

A good step would be to stop dc 
fending the indefensible. As Pal 
estinian-American journalist Al 
Abunimah noted in comparing the 
current situation in Palestine with 
the apartheid regime in South Africa 
20 years ago, “The balance of power 
in South Africa never changed. Wha 
did change was the [government's 
complete loss of moral legitimacy in 
relying on oppression and violence 
to maintain control.” 

By maintaining the pretence that 
Israel has very good reasons for for: 
ing 1.5 million Gazans to live in ever 
deepening misery, our government 
and others postpone taking an es 
sential step toward peace and justice 
for everyone in Israel. Then maybe 
just maybe, the whole anti-murder 
fad will catch on with people on both 
sides of the conflict.

“I went to see a psychic, that's what the piece is 
called, Psychic, and when | first moved to Edmonton 
in 2007 she told me my future. Now it is the future 
and | find it kind of an ironic portrait of what was hap 
pening then,” Trinier says. 

The installation consists of a vinyl pressed re 
cording of her visit to the fortune teller, accompanied 
by a framed transcript of the conversation 

It's a minimalist approach, and Trinier is proud 
that the roots of her project rest in one of the most 
ancient forms of portraiture — audio. 

Before the advent of the printed word socict 
ies would pass down history through storytelling and 
song. 

Her fondness for audio developed while ex 
ploring sculpture through sensory perception at the 
Dutch Institute in Holland in 2002 while pursuing her 
masters in public art 

For one project she condensed a month of au 
dio into a 36-minute clip. She carried a recorder with 
her 24 hours a day hot-swapping cassettes every five 
hours including setting alarms at night. 

However, she came to feel that audio wasn't 
sufficient in capturing the reality she wanted and de 
cided to run transcripts as part of installations after 
reading airplane black box recordings online 

“Tt was actually the transcriptions that gave a 
more accurate sense of reality, because it shows the 
exchange between people and somehow the text al- 
lows you to superimpose emotions or feeling on it,” 
she says. 

Though Trinier is reaching back to portraiture’s 
audio roots, the form has been in a constant state of 
change that has only sped up with the advancement 
of technology. 

Traditionally portraiture was used exclusively 
by nobility to immortalize their legacy. 

“Now everyone does a portrait whether it's 
your Facebook profile or LinkedIn even Myspace,” 
Todd Janes, curator of Latitude 53 says, noting that 
technology has made portraiture more democratic. “If 
we look at PDAs (and) Android phones, people are 
utilizing that portraiture in different kinds of ways. In

Up until November 2007, Edmonton was on 
the verge of landing the contract thanks to two pri 
vate sector bids from development firm Qualico and 
architect Gene Dub. The Alberta government also 








kicked in $40 million to secure the proposed gallery 
in Alberta 
But in an eerily familiar move the Conserva 


tives killed the project, stating once again that it would 
be too costly to proceed with the construction of a per- 
manent home for the gallery 

Trinier says it’s a tragedy for the collection to 
remain under wraps because it ties so closely into how 
Canada represents itself, and there are serious risks 
involved when a nation is kept from seeing images of 
its past 

“When you all of a sudden lose a tank of mem- 
ory like that, visual memory, or lose access to that 
kind of a history then it's easier to allow yourself to 
become complacent and naive or to pretend your real- 
ity is the only reality, and not to question things that 
should be questioned," she says 

Trinier says the horrors committed against 
the Jewish community during the Second World War 
was facilitated in part by the extreme repression and 
destruction of Jewish history that allowed room for 
vicious propaganda a spin to create a social environ- 
ment in Germany that endorsed atrocities. 

She points out that the portrait collection in 
Ottawa contains visual documentation of aboriginal 
boarding schools, the Great Depression and Alberta's 
internment camps for Japanese-Canadians during the 
Second World War. All of which are events that must 
remain fresh in our memory lest we repeat these ter- 
rible mistakes. 

We cannot know who we are or where we 
are going without knowing and having access to 
our history. And despite Harper's treatment of the 
NPG, he will still have a portrait painted to immortalize 
his service (or disservice) to our country, Trinier says. 

Fortunately his portrait won't be stuffed into 
the programs vault of Library and Archives Canada, 
and as it hangs on Parliament Hill, hopefully it will 
remind future generations of public servants to avoid 
the pitfalls of their predecessor. 

As for the Edmonton initiative, the exhibit at 
Latitude 53 is the first step in legitimizing the project. 
Griwkowsky says the next step is to tour the gallery 
collection to raise its profile in hopes of contributing 
to its growth before the final step of securing a perma- 
nent home for the collection in Edmonton.

It's been almost a year since Ed- 
monton's hardest working band left 
its hometown, and The City Streets 
have settled nicely into Canada’s mu- 
sic mecca, Montreal 

This is nothing new. Edmonton 
bands make the move to bigger cit- 
ies all the time, but for such an Ed. 
monton-centric, English-speaking 
band to make the move to French 
Canada, you'd think they might have 
a hard time adjusting. But that hasn't 
been the case, and they're settling 
into their new lives in Quebec. The 
band's latest album, The Jazz Age, 
was just released through their own 
new record label, Clamour Records, 
and they're ready to do what they've 
always done best: tour. However, 
when talking to singer/guitarist Rick 
Reid, the year hasn't been completely 
without its hardships. 

“I worked in a factory here for a 
while, which is a new-slash-shitty ex- 
perience,” he happily recalls, “It was 
a factory that made numerous little 
ornaments and trinkets, like minia 
ture White Houses and Pentagons, 
like touristy things. It's one of two 
places on earth that makes that kind 
of stuff. It was a terrible, terrible job, 
but it was my first legitimate factory 
experience, so at least I can say I've 
done that. Maybe in a year or so my 
French will be good enough that I 
can get a bit better of a job. I've been 
trying to learn French, putting in as 
much effort as I can given the con- 
straints of a day, and I'm definitely a 


lot further along than when I started, | 


which was nothing.” 

The band moved away in stages, 
with bassist Matt Leddy moving with 
Rick and Rick's family last Septem- 
ber and their drummer Mark Chmi- 
lar making the move just a few weeks 
ago. Since being in Montreal, they've 
already written a follow-up to The 
Jazz Age, which they'll record just 
after their Edmonton return on June 
12 — that's right, just weeks after re- 
leasing an album, they're recording 
an entirely new record while on the 
road (and you thought the claim of 
“hardest working” was an exaggera- 
tion) 

Having recorded The Jazz Age just 
before leaving Edmonton, those lis~ 
tening to the record might notice a 
certain nostalgia. The album title 
seems to be a reaching back, and the 
first single, “Last Waltz Party," is like 
a goodbye letter to Edmonton Reid 
explains.

There was a time when Jerry Only 
felt like a misfit even amongst the 
most infamous punks in the world 

A few short years after co-found- 
ing the Misfits, the most iconic 
horror rock troupe in history, Only 
found himself celebrating with his 
punk forefathers at a party dedicated 
to Sid Vicious, who had just made 
bail after an arrest on assault charg- 
es (the very least of his problems in 
1979). But the gathering was soon 
soured for Only because of all the 
guests’ syringe bingeing 

“Sid could've been the next Elvis if 
he'd had his shit together,” Only says 
of the Sex Pistols’ boisterous bassist, 
who suffered a fatal overdose that 
night. “Everyone at that party was 
more into drugs than having a great 
career, I'm through with rebelling, 
I'd rather work at expressing myself 
than dig my own grave.” 

Only has always forgone usual fight 
the power punk mantras in favour of 
lyrics inspired by vintage sci-fi. 

“We still play to teenagers 30 years 
after forming the band because we're 
not overly political, we don't have in- 
bred hostility for its own sake,” Only 
says. “People still study .. Fran- 
kenstein as a classic ... there'll be a 
100-year anniversary celebration of 
Star Wars, but we won't be celebrat- 
ing Vietnam. The Misfits don’t want 
to be dated, we're trying to be time- 
less.” 

But Only adds that these tumultu- 
ous times can even affect a band that 
built its career on shocking audiences 
with grisly horror movie imagery. 

“People get a kick out of being 
scared, but it's tough to shock anyone 
when they're paranoid about terror- 
ists all the time,” he says. “Our song 
‘Attitude’ was one of the first songs 
with swearing to ever be recorded 
because we wanted to be outrageous, 
Now that's clichéd in music because 
of all the fake aggression. Now I see 
being tough as staying in the saddle

and being productive — dying is easy 
but staying on your game is what's 
hard.” 

However noble that notion may be, 
Only says it's quite foreign to many 
of his punk peers. He says the Mis- 
fits’ image has been soiled by years of 
turmoil — a dizzying rolodex lineup 
that included Marky Ramone, for- 
mer Black Flag guitarist Dez Cadena, 


and of course former front man and 
founder, Glenn Danzig. After leav- 
ing the Misfits to flesh out hardcore 
heavy metal side projects in the mid- 
eighties, Danzig tangled with Only 
for the rights to perform under their 
old bands’ name — throughout most 
of the next decade — polarizing fans 
in the process. 

“We're going into the studio after 
we're done (touring) Canada to cut a 


killer album, and we'll be very happy 
to shut a lot of people up, because ev- 
eryone's a critic,” Only says. “If you 
want to leave [The Misfits] and not 
have a career that's fine . 
not waste my breath talking about 
you. I’m done talking.’ 

He's done with all the drama, and 
through with elaborating on any- 
thing 


He'd much rather screech the Mis- 
fits’ lyrics than explain them. He'd 
prefer to let the band’s logo speak 
for him — a pale skull with a sinister 
grin and a gaze fixed not on empty 
punk protests or grudges, but some- 
thing far more grisly and timelessly 
telling. 

“Our (skull logo) is the badge of 
the underworld — no one can get in 
— without going through us.”

“Europe's a dying culture,” Edmon 
ton's Terri Hron states icily. 

‘Often, after having played in North 
or Latin America and compared 
my experiences to what I've seen in 
Europe, | think our culture is more 
exciting. Many people here have a 
European complex, but to me it is 
so absurd...,” Hron delightfully pro- 
longs the vowel making sure no one 
will doubt what she thinks of all that 
overrated Europe 
“We have nothing to be ashamed of!" 
she adds, her positive attitude now 
getting infectious. And since she 
divides her time between Edmon- 
ton (where her family is), Montreal 
(where her beau lives) and Amster 
dam (where she spends much time 
working), she should know what she 
is talking about 

Hron carved out a very special 
niche for herself and her instrument 


of choice, of which she is considered 





ultimate master, Initially trained at 
the University of Alberta, she de 
liberately picked the recorder, or, 
rather, réCorders. There are several 


sizes, from the smallest sopranino to 
the biggest great bass, the latter well 
over one metre long and producing 
low notes usually not associated with 
the instrument, stereotypically clas- 
sified as bird-like in its range. Hron 
neatly explores these stereotypes. 

Her ongoing project, Bird on a 
Wire, has already made history as 
an original and important contribu- 
tion to Western art music. In the 
simplest of terms, Hron decided to 
marry two ostensibly incompatible 
worlds — that of the recorder, one 
of mankind's oldest tools of audible 
self-expression, with that of ad- 
vanced digital technology, allowing 
musicians to invent and then gener: 
ate practically any sound one's heart 
desires. Hron has achieved a level 
of rare mastery exploring these two 
sound sources. 

She is a true ground-breaker — and 
a marvelously conscientious human 


being who emanates wave upon 


wave of affirmative energy. Talking 
to Hron is as rewarding as listening 
to her play, and that is a testament 


both to her immense talent and ma 


turity, This maturity is mirrored by 
her uncommon stance on the state 
support for the arts.

It's an obvious point of dis 
comfort, but Hubert is so introverted 
that it's hard to tell where his ho- 
mosexuality falls on his long list of 
anxieties.

First, lets get something out of the 
way: The Karate Kid has nothing to 
do with karate. It’s all about kung fu 
in this modern take on the classic 
1984 coming-of-age tale. That switch 
in martial arts deals the movie a pair 
of very authentic pocket aces — Jack- 
ie Chan, and a change in location to 
China that could potentially push the 
remake past the original 

Acting thoroughbred Jaden Smith, 
who looked uncommonly at ease be 
fore cameras in The Pursixit of Hap 
piness takes lead as 12-year-old Dre 
Parker, With the death of his father 
and the recession hitting Motor City 
hard, Dre and his mother (Taraji P. 
Henson) are forced to uproot from 
Detroit and move to China. Settling 
down, they can't figure out the ener 
gy saving check stops in their apart 
ment a country of a billion would 


require and Dre is sent to fetch the 
maintenance man, Mr. Han (Jackie 
Chan). Chan plays up the recluse 
with a shoulders-shrugged, low en 
ergy that’s taxing to watch consider. 
ing all the high octane action movies 
we've seen him in over the years. 
When the fish-out-of-water antics 
thankfully dry out, Dre finds himself 
warming up to new classmate Mei 
Ying. As the pre-pubescent pair hit 
it off, they draw the ire of bully and 
kung fu phenom, Cheng. After re- 
peated beatings from Cheng's gang, 
Mr. Han finally intervenes, trans- 


forming into the Chan we've known 
and loved as he saves the boy with 
his classic, humour riddled kung fu 
Han knows the only way Dre will find 
peace is to earn respect and so enters 
him in a kung fu tournament 

The remaining bulk of the movie 
then focuses on Mr. Han training and 
adjusting the attitude soaked Dre. 
You can almost feel Jaden's father, 
Will Smith (who helped produced 
the film), leering beyond the camera 
lens, full of pride as his son hits most 
of the notes as he delivers a believ 


able portrayal of an iPod generation. 
know-it-all kid. Chan also flexes his 
acting pipes, proving he's more than 
the sum of fast hands and leg kicks, 
particularly in a vulnerable scene 
where Dre is forced to pick up a fall 
en Mr, Han. Indeed, both Smith and 
Chan are solid in their own right. 
But what made the original Karate 
Kid so interesting was the friendship 
of master and apprentice and while 
chemistry certainly exists between 
the two actors this time around, that 
foundation of friendship is lost in 
translation. The Karate Kid instead 


focuses on sweeping shots of gor 
geous China, and superfluous trips 
to ancient monasteries. Just because 
the audience is well aware of the 
authenticity of kung fu icon Jackie 
Chan, it doesn't justify the decision 
to forgo devoting screen time to au 
thenticate the character he's playing 

The Karate Kid is a movie you 
could take your nephew, niece or 
cousin to, and while they may appre 
ciate the modernization of the film, 
it would be wiser to show them the 
pure heart of the original
